"Don't mark me absent from r gym f or 
church. Don't report me to the house committee," If the girl whose 
duty it is to do these things fails in her duty, we call her a good sport 
and our friend. In reality she has sacrificed school government for an 
act of false friendship. Not all Shimer girls have set themselves low 
standards, but "the chain is only as strong as its weakest link 1 '- Our 
goal stands out clearly even though it looks far ahead, Those who have 
the courage to follow the course duty demands must educate the rest.
